It is the thesis of this book that the 
Christian Faith supplies the answers to 
the most basic questions which disturb 
the human spirit. Jesus said, “I am come 
that men might have life, and that they 
might have it more abundantly.” If the 
Christian Faith is true, then a different 
face is put on the whole human situation. 
Man's problems will be set in a different 
context, since man’s meaning and destiny 
will be different. The ground of man’s 
security will be different. Into the picture will come resources 
for handling guilt and frustration which have no place in 
a secular and humanist world view. 

But the application of the Christian Faith to the immediate 
problems of man’s existence is by no means always obvious. 

; That a connection may be made between the real problems 
' and the true answers, two things are requisite. First, we must 
* try to understand the real nature of human problems, and here 
we need all the light that can be thrown on the matter by 
psychology, logic, counseling experience, and common sense. 
Second, we must restate the relevant portions of the Christian 
Faith in terms which tie in with the problems that are defined. 
It is not that the knowledge of, for example, modern psychol- 
ogy has changed the Faith. The Christian Faith has outlasted 
the speculations of the philosophers and scientists of many an 
age. But new knowledge about the nature of the human mind 
and personality can help us state the Faith more relevantly and 
enable people to make more direct application of it to their

Bishop Bayne Named Executive Officer 


Of World-wide Anglican Communion 


A new post, “quite unprecedented in 
our Church's life,” has been accepted by 
the Rt. Rev. Stephen F. Bayne, Jr., Bishop 
of the Episcopal Diocese of Olympia 
( Washington ), who at year’s end will be- 
come Executive Officer of the world-wide 
Anglican Communion, at the invitation of 


the Archbishop of Canterbury. 


The new post, established by the Lam- 
beth Conference of the Anglican Commu- 
nion’s bishops, which met in London last 
summer, will entail two central responsi- 
bilities: one to the Advisory Council of 
Missionary Strategy (the Anglican Com- 
munion’s central planning group for its 
missionary work) and to the Consultative 
Body of the Lambeth Conference, which 
functions during the ten-year intervals be- 
tween Lambeth Conferences as an execu- 
tive and planning body. Bishop Bayne will 
also take responsibility for the American 
Episcopal Church's eleven congregations 
in Europe, at the request of its Presiding 
Bishop, the Rt. Rev. Arthur Lichtenberger. 


Bishop Bayne, who was asked to assume 
his new post by the Most Rev. Geoffrey 
Fisher, Archbishop of Canterbury, became 
Episcopal Bishop of Olympia in June, 
1947. Born in New York City, and a grad- 
uate of Amherst College and of the Gen- 
eral Theological Seminary, he was or- 
dained a priest in 1933. His ministry has 
included chaplaincies at Smith College 
and at Columbia University and, during 
World War Il, a chaplaincy in the US. 
N.R., which included duty aboard the 
USS Salerno Bay. | 

Bishop Bayne was Chairman of the 
Committee on the Family of the 1958 
Lambeth Conference and member of the 
Episcopal Church’s Commissions on Ecu- 
menical Affairs and on Approaches to 
Unity. 

His jurisdiction as head of the Con- 
vocation of American Churches in Europe 
will include congregations in France, Ger- 
many, Italy, and Switzerland. Bishop 
Bayne, who was elected a member of the 
Episcopal Church's National Council (its 
board of directors) at the Church’s Gen- 
eral Convention in 1958, will continue 
as a member of the Council, where he 
serves as chairman of its Christian educa- 
tion department. He will also continue to 
attend the annual meetings of the Episco- 
pal Church's House of Bishops. 

He is the author of four books, is mar- 
ried and has four sons and a daughter. 
His new headquarters will be in London.

Bishop Bayne’s resignation will become 
effective on Dec. 31, 1959. He has asked 
his diocese to elect a Bishop Coadjutor, in 
hope that he would be consecrated by late 
August. The diocese includes all of the 
State of Washington west of the Cascade 
Mountains. 

Commenting on Bishop Bayne’s new 
post of Executive Officer to the Anglican 
Communion’s advisory council on mis- 
sionary strategy and supervisor of the 
Communion’s consultative body of the 
Lambeth Conference of Anglican Bishops, 
Bishop Lichtenberger stated: 


“This is one of the most significant 


developments within the Anglican Com- 
muion in years. 

“There is a very great need for closer 
cooperation between Provinces of the An- 
glican Communion, particularly in the 
area of missionary planning and strategy. 

“Bishop Bayne is admirably fitted for 
this post. He is well known throughout 
the Anglican Communion, and he will 
bring to his new responsibilities many 
gifts.” 

{The text of Bishop Bayne’s announce- 
ment to the people of bis diocese follows 
in full.} 

My dear companions: 

More than twelve years ago, this dio- 
cese called me to be its bishop. It was a 
difficult choice for us both. You who were 
then in the Church hardly knew more 
than my name; and my family and I 
equally were venturing into the unknown. 
For us both it was a very great act of 
faith. You had lost by retirement a dear 


and familiar pastor, and you committed 
yourselves and the welfare of our Church 
into untried hands. For my family and 
myself, the change was very great, of 
course, for it called us to leave what had 
been our home for generations, and the 
specialized life of a university chaplain 
and teacher, to undertake a supremely im- 
portant new ministry at a critical turning 
point in history. _ 

It is with all this in mind that I have 
had to face and make a decision far more 
difficult to measure, and potentially far 
more costly. To accept election as a bishop 
for all its risks, has at least some great, 
measurable certainties. The life of a dio- 
cese has been proved and tested by twenty 
centuries of experience. It has resources 
and resiliency enough to abide any pos- 
sible human mistakes. But now I am called 
to a new kind of ministry altogether, one 
which has never existed before, which has 
no history and no clear pattern at all. 

At the beginning of Lent, the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury asked me to accept 
a new post, quite unprecedented in our 
Church's life, that of the “Executive Offi- 
cer” of our Anglican Communion. All 
during Lent I sought a clear light about 
it, and prayed and talked it over with my- 
self and with the Standing Committee 
who are my Official advisers, and with 
some other old friends as well. It is their 
united counsel, almost without exception, 
that I am in duty bound to accept this 
call. I feel this way myself; and I have told 
the Archbishop and our Presiding Bishop 
that I accept it. This means that I must 
resign the jurisdiction of this diocese at 
the end of this year; and my family and I 
must move to London, which will be cen- 
ter and headquarters of this new work. 

You will ask what this new ministry is. 
I cannot answer easily, for it has never 
existed; and what it is to be must depend 
very greatly on what those who launch it 
make of it. But I think I can say quite 
clearly what is needed. 

Last summer, at Lambeth, the bishops 
came to a united mind that unless our An- 
glican Communion learned how to work 
together far more closely than we now do 
—work together, think together, plan to- 
gether—we must increasingly fall short 
of the vocation with which we are called. 

Sharing this conviction, the bishops es- 
tablished a new office to begin this task 
of learning to think and plan and act to-

Spring Meeting of 
National Council 


A report from the National Council's 
Committee on Housing and the ratifica- 
tion of the appointment of an administra- 
tive assistant to the Presiding Bishop, 
were major items acted on by the Episco- 
pal Church's National Council at its 
Spring meeting, April 28-30, ac Seabury 
House, Greenwich, Conn. 

The housing report, presented by the 
Rt. Rev. Frederick J. Warnecke, Bishop 
of Bethlehem, Pa., was unanimous in “not 
recommending” a move to the new Inter- 
church Center in New York City, from 
which the Church had received a second 
invitation to participate, after turning the 
first one down in February, 1958. 

“Our participation in the building 
would be construed as an ecumenical ges- 
ture,” the report declared. But, it contin- 
ued, “we cannot ignore the undertones 
of opposition to participation in the In- 
terchurch Center within our own com- 
munion.” 

“Finally, we do not feel that ecumenic- 
ity is necessarily or even wisely based 
upon co-habitation,” it asserted. 

According to the report, the committee 
favors remaining in the metropolitan New 
York area, preferring Manhattan to a sub- 
urban iocation, but is also considering 
Washington, Chicago, and St. Louis. The 
Council accepted and approved the report, 
and the committee will continue its work. 

The Council also approved the Presid- 
ing Bishop's appointment of Warren H. 
Turner, Jr., of Alexandria, Va., to the new 
post of executive assistant. 

Included in other Council business was: 

New Seminary: Approval of a report 
submitted by the Rt. Rev. Horace W. B. 
Donegan, Bishop of New York, as chair- 
man of the planning committee on the 
Caribbean Seminary to be built at San 
Juan, Puerto Rico. 

Companion Diocesan Plan: The Coun- 
cil “approved in principle” a Companion 
Diocese Plan, presented by the Overseas 
and Home Departments. Under this plan, 
a diocese and missionary district (at home 
or abroad ) would “agree together to estab- 
lish and maintain a relationship which 
would encourage the closest fellowship be- 
tween the bishops and other clergy and 
lay people of the two jurisdictions.” 

It authorized the appointment by the 
Presiding Bishop of an Associate Execu- 
tive Secretary of Health and Welfare 
Services who would assume duties on July 
1, as administrator of a new program for 
the aging. The program's inauguration 
has been made possible by a UTO grant 
from the General Division of Women's 
Work.

St. Andrew's 
Church in Saratoga will open the doors 
of a day school this fall. In its first year of 
operation it will serve girls and boys from 
kindergarten through the third grade. 
Serious thought is being given to a school 
at St. Stephen's, Belvedere. At least five 
other parishes are preparing to develop a 
school in 1960. 

One of the most promising events has 
been the organization of the York School 
at Pacific Grove. The Board of Trustees 
is presently being constituted and the 
Rev. Dr. Emod L. Brunner will become the 
first headmaster of this boys’ school. It 
will begin with the seventh grade and 
will probably operate as a day school for 
the first few years of its existence, using 
part of the Holiday House property in 
Pacific Grove. 

With the acquisition of the San Rafael 
Military Academy, which takes boys from 
the sixth through the twelfth grades, our 
Diocese can look forward to providing the 
finest education for college preparation. 


Bishop Pike Dedicates 
New Saratoga Church 


Members of St. Andrew's Church, Sara- 
toga, held the first services in their new 
buildings on May 3. The first two services 
of Holy Communion were held at 9:15 
and 11 a.m. 

The buildings were officialiy dedicated 
on Sunday, May 31, by Bishop Pike. Most 
of the congregation was assembled on the 
church grounds a half an hour before the 
service began to welcome the Bishop to 
the premises. This in itself is not totally 
newsworthy for a Bishop's visitation, ex- 
cept for the fact that Bishop Pike arrived 
by helicopter!

Spring Meeting of 
National Council 


A report from the National Council's 
Committee on Housing and the ratifica- 
tion of the appointment of an administra- 
tive assistant to the Presiding Bishop, 
were major items acted on by the Episco- 
pal Church’s National Council at its 
Spring meeting, April 28-30, at Seabury 
House, Greenwich, Conn. 

The housing report, presented by the 
Rt. Rev. Frederick J. Warnecke, Bishop 
of Bethlehem, Pa., was unanimous in “not 
recommending” a move to the new Inter- 
church Center in New York City, from 
which the Church had received a second 
invitation to participate, after turning the 
first one down in February, 1958. 

“Our participation in the building 
would be construed as an ecumenical ges- 
ture,’ the report declared. But, it contin- 
ued, “we cannot ignore the undertones 
of opposition to participation in the In- 
terchurch Center within our own com- 
munion.” 

"Finally, we do not feel that ecumenic- 
ity is necessarily or even wisely based 
upon co-habitation,” it asserted. 

According to the report, the committee 
favors remaining in the metropolitan New 
York area, preferring Manhattan to a sub- 
urban location, but is also considering 
Washington, Chicago, and St. Louis. The 
Council accepted and approved the report, 
and the committee will continue its work. 

The Council also approved the Presid- 
ing Bishop's appointment of Warren H. 
Turner, Jr., of Alexandria, Va., to the new 
post of executive assistant. 

Included in other Council business was: 

New Seminary: Approval of a report 
submitted by the Rt. Rev. Horace W. B. 
Donegan, Bishop of New York, as chair- 
man of the planning committee on the 
Caribbean Seminary to be built at San 
Juan, Puerto Rico. 

Companion Diocesan Plan: The Coun- 
cil “approved in principle” a Companion 
Diocese Plan, presented by the Overseas 
and Home Departments. Under this plan, 
a diocese and missionary district (at home 
or abroad ) would “agree together to estab- 
lish and maintain a relationship which 
would encourage the closest fellowship be- 
tween the bishops and other clergy and 
lay people of the two jurisdictions.” 

It authorized the appointment by the 
Presiding Bishop of an Associate Execu- 
tive Secretary of Health and Welfare 
Services who would assume duties on July 
1, as administrator of a new program for 
the aging. The program's inauguration 
has been made possible by a UTO grant 
from the General Division of Women’s 
Work. 


CATHEDRAL SCHOOL FOR BOYS RECEIVES

Two substantial gifts have been made 
to the Cathedral School for Boys, accord- 
ing to Peter McCall Keating, headmaster. 

One is an anaual award to be known as 
the “Lewis P. Hobart Schoiarship,” found- 
ed by his son John in honor of the late 
renowned architect of Grace Cathedral. 


GIFTS OF SCHOLARSHIP AND LABORATORY 


The other is the Mrs. Anne Webster 
Fish Burgess Science Laboratory, which 
has been given as a memorial to her 
mother by Mrs. Edward Lee Soule of Bel- 
vedere. 

“The Lewis P. Hobart Scholarship is to 
be awarded annually,’ according to the 
stipulations of the grant, “beginning in 
May, 1959, by the headmaster to the best 
student in the seventh grade, to be se- 
lected by competition in any way the 
headmaster deems appropriate.” 

Following this directive, Mr. Keating 
has selected as first recipient of the schol- 
arship, Norman Smith, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Marshall P. Smith, 1812 Thirtieth 
Street, San Francisco. The choice was for 
academic achievement based on grades 
alone, Mr. Keating said. 

Mr. Hobart, in whose memory the grant 
was made, died at the age of 81, on Jan- 
uary 22, 1955. In addition to Grace Cathe- 
drai, Mr. Hobart was the achitect of the 
Mills Tower, University of California 
Hospital, Bohemian Club, Fireman's Fund 
Insurance Building, Fleishhacker Zoo, Mu- 
seum of Natural History and many Penin- 
sula mansions. His son John was formerly 
drama critic of the San Francisco Chronicle. 


CONVOCATION OF OAKLAND SPONSORS 


Nearly one hundred clergy, superinten- 
dents, teachers and staff members of 22 
parishes and missions attended the all-day 
teacher training session sponsored by the 
Oakland Convocation. The workshop was 
held in April at St. Paul’s Church, Oak- 
land. 

The program was planned by the 
Church School section of the Division of 
Parish Education. The committee was 
composed of the Rev. C. Corwin Calavan, 
convocation director of education; Mrs. 
M. C. Counsell, convocation chairman of 
education for the Episcopal Churchwom- 
en; Miss Phyilis Towner, director of edu- 
cation, St. Mark’s Church, Berkeley, and 
the Rev. Canon Trevor Hoy, Diocesan 
director of the Department of Education. 

The Rev. Richard Millard, Dean of the 
Convocation, opened the meeting with 
prayers and words of welcome.

Open York School in the Fall; 


Dr. Emod L. Brunner Will Be First Headmaster 


A September opening of York School 
on the Monterey Peninsula as a west coast 
Episcopalian boys’ preparatory institution 
was the goal set by the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia at a May 2 meeting of clergy and 
laymen on a founding committee. 

The new diocesan school will begin 
with seventh grade boys, developing into 
a secondary day and boarding institution 
by adding a grade every year. Headmaster 
is the Rev. Dr. Emod L. Brunner, now on 
the faculty of the Church’s San Rafael 
Military Academy. 

Recently received into the Episcopal 
Church as a priest by Bishop Pike, Dr. 
Brunner was until last fall a Roman Cath- 
olic clergyman, active in education both 
in his native Hungary and after World 
Warr II in the United States. Two years 
ago he founded Woodside Priory School 
on the San Francisco Peninsula as a 
Roman Catholic venture that swiftly won 
recognition for high scholastic standards. 


Top-notch educational status in the tra- 
dition of the many long-established Epis- 
copalian preparatory schools in the east 
is the die cast for York by Dr. Brunner. 
This aim is teaffirmed by Bishop Pike, who 
commented in sanctioning the step: 


“This is an historic moment which pro- 
vides you with an opportunity to serve 
God in a way which will bear fruit 
throughout future generations. 


“The Diocese’s Department of Educa- 
tion under Canon Trevor Hoy and its 
Division of Schools under chairmanship 
of Henry J. Kaiser, Jr., stand ready to 
sefve you in any way.” 


The founding committee is under the 
direction of Mr. Lewis L. Fenton and is 
composed of clergy and laymen from the 
Monterey Convocation. 


A school survey questionnaire is now 
circulating among Episcopalian parents 
throughout the Monterey Convocation and 
elsewhere in the Diocese to seek their par- 
ticipation in establishing the institution 
and to estimate how many would be en- 
rolled this fall or later. Tuition is to be 
$700 per year. 

A brochure describing the standards, 
curriculum and other features of York is 
now in preparation. Meanwhile, inquiries 
may be directed to Dr. Brunner in care of 
All Saints’ Church, Box 1296, Carmel. 


Though a diocesan institution, York 
will not be limited to Episcopalian young- 
sters. Boys of all faiths will be welcome, 
but the curriculum will include as a requi- 
site basic Christian orientation in the form 


of daily chapel services from the Book of 
Common Prayer. 


“We shall start as a boys’ school,” Dr. 
Brunner stressed, “but as demand for co- 
educational status is seen in the future we 
shall consider that, too.” 


A site committee headed by Fr. Poiltzer 
studied likely Peninsula locations. After 
serious consideration a two-story Pacific 
Grove residence adjacent to Holiday House, 
an Episcopal retreat, was decided upon as 
the first school house. Both buildings are 
owned by the Diocese and stand on a 


sizeable acreage across Forest Avenue from . 


Pacific Grove High School. Ultimately, 
York’s founders envision a campus with 
buildings erected to meet specific needs.

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C.D.S.P. Has 64th Annual Commencement; Local Group Hears 
Bishop G. H. Quarterman Is Featured Speaker 


The Rt. Rev. George H. Quarterman, 
Bishop of Northwest Texas, was the 
speaker at the 64th commencement of the 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific, 
Berkeley, on June 4. 

His son was one of the 43 candidates 
for the bachelor of divinity degree. 

The Rt. Rev. Sumner J. Walters, Bishop 
of the Missionary District of San Joaquin 
and president of the Board of Trustees, 
awarded the diplomas and gave certificates 
of completion to two special students. 
Also leaving the school were nine special 
one-year students. 

The average age of C.DS.P.’s class of 
1959 was 29, ranging from 24 to 42. More 
than half the class—23—is married. 

These men have spent three years in 
the seminary and are candidates for Holy 
Orders in the Episcopal Church. Before 
ordination to the diaconate, the men will 
have to satisfy their respective bishops by 
passing canonical examinations. 

The majority of this year’s class came 
to C.DS.P. directly from colleges or uni- 
versities where they engaged in pre-theo- 
logical studies. Some took a detour for 
military service. 

Present classes are limited to about 50 
men each, because of the physical limita- 
tions of the campus and the size of the 
faculty. However, C.D.S.P. is now engaged 
in a development program which will cul- 
minate in its expansion to accommodate 
a maximum of 250 seminarians. 

The class of 1959 left the seminary with 
the first building in the program almost 
completed. The library and academic 
building—a $460,000 construction job— 
will be ready for use next fall. 

Another change that will be made this 
summer is the renovation of the chapel 
and present library in order to expand 
seating accommodations in the chapel. The

Former Fresno Dean 


The Very Rev. James M. Malloch, D.D., 
Dean Emeritus of Fresno, addressed the 
Episcopal Evangelical Fellowship at a 
luncheon in the conference room of St.

After outlining some of the great 
changes within modern times in the fields 
of science, medicine, economy, law, so- 
ciety and religion, the Dean proposed 
three special responsibilities of religion 
in our time.

The first of 
these is truth. Science also incorporates 
beauty, humility, and the importance of 
ethics and moral theology. 

The Dean stated that the other two re- 
sponsibilities of religion in our time are 
“to proclaim the unity of the human race” 
and “to give an optimistic outlook on hu- 
man life.”

F. Lewis, Bishop of Nevada. 

He was awarded both his A.B. and 
M.A. degrees from Catholic University, 
Washington, D. C. After his ordination 
into the Catholic priesthood in 1950 he 
served as assistant at St. Vincent’s Church, 
New York, and was priest-in-charge of 
American students at the Sorbonne, Paris, 
France.

In the latter posi- 
tion he will assist the Rev. Canon Hugh 
Weaver. He assumed his duties at St.

study of Costa Rica, El Salvador, Guate- 
mala, Honduras and Nicaragua. 

Sunday School pupils, parents and teach- 
ers were welcomed by senoritas in Central 
American costumes to view a colorful dis- 
play of costumes, dolls, hats, musical in- 
struments, foods and crafts typical of those 
used in the countries, and to buy crafts 
made by the students as part of their Len- 
ten study. Mr. Bart Haney’s seventh grade 
class constructed a model of a Costa Rican 
church, and one of the women built an 
Indian temple for the small fry to fish 
through for prizes. 

A “cafe,” staffed by the primary Sun- 
day School superintendent and her high 
school assistants, served coffee, tortillas, 
Spanish cookies and chocolate bars, and 
displayed samples of coffee beans, cacao 
beans, chicle and other food products 
native to Central America. Bananas were 
bought from a huge bunch hanging from 
the ceiling.

Brotherhood Conducts Religious Study for

At the request of the Rev. George 
Graydon, Rector of Holy Innocents’, San 
Francisco, the Brotherhood of St. Andrew 
conducted a religious survey in the heart 
of the Mission District. 

The day’s activities began with a cele- 
bration of Holy Communion.

ferences and a long meeting of the De- 
partment of Missions, where we were 
trying to solve some of the problems con- 
fronting our missions as they progress. in 
their building campaigns. Our Centennial 
Advance Funds are expended and we 
surely would be grateful for a few thou- 
sand dollars to help in founding and 
building new churches. 


On April 12, it was a pleasure to jour- 
ney to St. Cuthbert’s in East Oakland for 
confirmation to find such a large congre- 
gation and confirmation class. The Rev. 
Charles Hills is much beloved by his peo- 
ple, and as a consequence the Adult Fel- 
lowship of this congregation is of a high 
order. The new vicarage is now being built 
and I wouldn’t be surprised if the congre- 
gation will stage an effort to build a new 
church within a few months. In the after- 
noon I went for an official confirmation 
visit to Trinity, Oakland, where the 
Rector, the Rev. Rowland Hills, presented 
a fine class. Here again we found a fine 
spirit in the congregation both in the 
church and afterwards in the Parish Hall 
reception. For those who don’t know it, 
I might add that Rowland and Charles 
Hills are brothers and both bachelors! 


During the week, from April 14 to 16, 
we had the annual clergy wives conference 
at the Bishop’s Ranch. This was the fifth 
successive year for this conference and 
was attended by 33 of the wives along 
with Bishop and Mrs. Pike and Mrs. Shires 
and myself. The great value of these get- 
togethers one can hardly overemphasize. 
As a factor in the integration of the Dio- 
cese, through the understanding and fel- 
lowship thus generated, there is nothing 
that can approach it. The time was given 
over to periods of meditation, services, 
recreation, fellowship and seminars for the 
consideration of the relationships of the 
clergy wife to the parish, diocese and 
community. It was one of the best of the 
series and we trust it will always be part 
of our diocesan life. 

The following Sunday found us in 
Portola Valley at Christ Church. Here in 
the midst of this scenic valley and of a 
lovely orchard, are the Church and Parish 
House of this rather new work, which is 
going so well under the leadership of Dr. 
Harold Brumbaum. After the confirmation 
service we met many old friends at the 
coffee hour and had a happy morning 
there. After this we left at once for a con- 
ference with the Bishop’s Committee at 
St. Andrew’s Church, Ben Lomond. The 
new Vicar here is Mr. Donald Holly, who 
is to be ordained this June. 

Later in the afternoon we went to Cal- 
vary Church, Santa Cruz, to confirm a sec- 


ond class for the year. Calvary is one of 
the older parishes in the Diocese and is 
now being well served by the Rev. Alex- 
ander Anderson. The Rev. Norman Snow. 
the beloved retired Rector, has made his 
permanent home there, we are happy to 
say. After supper with the Rev. and Mrs. 
Anderson we went to Brookdale to stay 
overnight at our country home and to go 
to Gonzales on Monday for a meeting 
with the Vicar and congregation. 


After a busy week in the office, the last 
Sunday in April had us scheduled for 
confirmation at St. Barnabas, Antioch, 
where the Rev. Dean Underwood is now 
serving. It was a fine occasion inasmuch 
as after the service we dedicated the new 
parish building—a very fine building 100 
feet long and over 30 feet wide, erected at 
an outlay of only $18,000. We congratu- 
late the Vicar and his people on their 
progress! 

In the afternoon we celebrated commu- 
nion and confirmed a class of three at our 
mission in Brentwood. St. Alban’s is its 
name and it is being served by one of our 
seminarians, Robert Bunnage. After a 
lapse of a few years it was reorganized last 
year.and is now renewing its strength. 


The big event of the following week 
was the dedication of the Downtown 
Chapel in the Mills Building in the heart 
of the financial district. This new venture 
in carrying the church into the business 
work-a-day world is a venture of faith and 
we are sure will serve a real purpose. The 
official name is the Cathedral Chapel of 
St. Francis and the Vicar, the Rev. Henry 
P. King, Jr., will be a part of the Cathe- 
dral staff. An overflow crowd was present 
for the service of dedication, conducted 
by Bishop Pike. Services will be held here 
daily with a special noon-day service of 
twenty minutes, with visiting preachers 
drawn from many churches and denomi- 
nations. 

On the first Sunday in May I confirmed 
a fine class at St. Peter's, Redwood City, 
presented by Canon Shaw, and afterwards 
met with the congregation at a reception 
for the confirmands and for Mrs. Shires 
and myself.

genuine problems. Throughout the history 
of Christianity, and especially during its 
most creative periods, the Christian Faith 
has been translated and re-translated not 
only into different languages, but into dif- 
ferent sets of concepts. 

The fact that many people today are 
thinking about life in terms of the con- 
cepts of depth psychology (even the un- 
tutored read about these things in drug- 
store editions) is sufficient reason for our 
re-thinking the Christian Faith in these 
terms. However, there is an additional rea- 
son. The focusing of Christian thought in 
terms of explicit needs of human person- 
ality which transcend intellectual or ethical 
concerns in fact tends to restore the fresh- 
ness of the Biblical approach to religion. 
The Biblical writers are, by and large, 
short on concepts, long on concern as to 
the human situation. The early Church 
carried this tradition forward: the articles 
of the Creeds are not just intellectual spec- 
ulations. They are affirmations wrought 
out in the fire of personal and corporate 
experience and found to be abiding an- 
swers to perennial questions which affect 
the nature and direction of human life 
under God. (We shall see more fully in 
the pages which follow how this is so. ) 


In our concern to make the truth of the 
Judaeo-Christian heritage as relevant as 
possible to recognized psychological needs, 
we should at the outset recognize two real 
dangers. First, it is important that we view 
the task as one of translation, not of trans- 
ference; that is, in our eagerness for con- 
temporaneity, it is important that we not 
lose the Faith itself, that we not transfer 
our loyalties to hidden secularist presup- 
positions which often come wrapped up 
in the same package with psychological 
truth. Perhaps enough has been said above 
to suggest the proper distinction here. 

The second danger is even more subtle. 
In their genuine eagerness to help people, 
preachers and counselors often hold forth 
God as a means to an end, rather than as

Stauffer and his loyal people in their great 
achievement. In the afternoon I confirmed 
a wonderfully large and well trained class 
for the Rev. Keppel Hill at St. Mary the 
Virgin's, San Francisco. This is one of our 
finest churches and is served by a rector 
well beloved by his people. The class had 
been in training for over four months and 
were a dedicated group, ready for their 
Christian responsibilities. Afterwards we 
dined with the Rev. and Mrs. Hill in their 
attractive rectory on Scott Street. 
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the end itself. In short, God becomes a 
tool for man’s advantage. Religion be- 
comes a “resource” for personal fulfill- 
ment. Religion becomes a way to sleep 
better, or “to make friends and influence 
people.” This, of course, is to make man 
God, and is ultimately irreligious. It turns 
prayer into “my will be done, with Thy 
help” rather than “Thy will be done, with 
my help.” God is not something to be used. 
He is One to be adored and served. He is 
the end, not we. When a man has a right 
relationship with God, then he is saved; 
that is, he is whole. But it is irreligious 
to seek religion in order to become whole 
and healthy. “Seek ye first the kingdom of 
God and His righteousness,” says our 
Lord, “and all these things shall be added 
unto you.” He did not say, ... “in order 
that these things may be added unto you.” 


Now a recognition of our lacks and 
deficiencies without God and without a 
living faith can awaken us to our true 
religious needs; but true religion is a yield- 
ing up of our hopes and concerns to God 
as the end of our existence. A recognition 
of our inadequacies in personal fulfillment 
may well lead us to a complete reorienta- 
tion, a redirection of our lives, a reorder- 
ing of our value-structures. And hence 
it is right that we should give clear and 
thoughtful attention, in the light of knowl- 
edge from any source, to the sickness of 
our times and the anxiety of the individ- 
ual. But just as it is wrong to say that we 
had better back up the Church in order 
that we may block communism, so it is 
wrong to say we'd better get religion in 
order to help cure our anxieties. If we are 
truly religious, we will be for God because 
He is God and his convictions will help to 
provide us with a stronger free society on 
the one hand and better personal integra- 
tion on the other. 

The concern that men be well, that they 
be freed from destructive forces in society 
and in personal life is certainly God’s con- 
cern. And to help fulfill His will in this 
regard for ourselves and for our fellows 
we need all possible resources, not only 
the soundest insights of faith translated 
into the most relevant terms, but also all, 
by the way of analysis of man’s condition 
and therapy for cure of the same, which 
can be afforded by psychology and by 
medicine. This principle applies not only 
to the breadth of general inquiry, but also 
to the means to be taken to help any given 
individual. The physician and the psycho- 
analyst can be ministers of grace in the 
healing of the whole man, not only in 
what they do as physicians and as analysts, 
but also by whatever sound religious and

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gether. The new Executive Officer will 
have two central repsonsibilities. One will 
be to the Advisory Council of Missionary 
Strategy, the central planning group for 
our missionary work, which we established 
in 1948 and then greatly enlarged last 
summer. The second responsibility will 
be to the Consultative Body of the Lam- 
beth Conference, the continuing commit- 
tee whose job it is to function during 
the intervals between Lambeth Confer- 
ences, to carry out what is decided, and to 
plan for coming Conferences. 

If it were to be an administrative office 
or establish a new bureaucracy, it would 
fail utterly of its purpose. We do not 
need new machinery, nor could our Angli- 
can witness be given simply by multiply- 
ing secretaries and committes. What is 
needed is some superman who can hold 
all these diverse interests together, in his 
mind and heart, who could help each part 
of the whole Church to be mindful of the 
whole, who could excite and interest our 
clergy and people to see and do the com- 
mon work of our household together, who 
would be able to dream and imagine and 
speak for possibilities which have never 
yet existed, who would have the patience 
and persistence to bring together the 
needs and hopes and insights of all our 
scattered brotherhood, who would be set 
free to think of nothing save our family as 
a whole, and the work our Lord has given 
us all to do, in this dark world. 


I am trying to put into words the great 
hope we all shared last summer when we 
established this ministry. Long before we 
had any thoughts about who could do all 
this, if anyone could, we saw what needed 
to be done. How’ this is to be fulfilled, 
what the unimagineable pattern of this 
work is to be, is a question to which we 
could bring no settied answer at all. Nor 
can we now; if you were to ask me today 
where I shall start, I could not answer 
you. 

I am satisfied as to the second necessity. 
Every one of our family of churches (ex- 
cept the captive church in China) is shar- 
ing equally in the cost of this new office, 
so that from the start I know that there is 
a solid brotherhood eager to help and 
strengthen in every way. 

My sharpest questions had to do, of 
course, with the first necessity—whether 
I could possibly bring to this work what 
it needed— whether at fifty-one, after 
twenty-seven years as an American parson, 
I could meet this immense challenge with 
any of the freshness and imagination it 
deserved. Of course, I cannot answer those 
questions myself. All I can do is to rely 


on the judgment of the Archbishop and 
Bishop Lichtenberger and the other Met- 
ropolitans who chose me, and pray that 
they are right. 

Our Presiding Bishop has very gener- 
ously asked me, as well, to take responsi- 
bility fot our eleven American congre- 
gations in Europe. Far from being an 
imposition, I welcomed this duty very 
warmly, partly because it will give me a 
chance to continue the normal life of a 
bishop, partly because it will keep fresh 
and deep my ties with our American 
Church. 

Well, there it is—as strange a choice as 
could be imagined, filled with very great 
promise, yet inescapably costly in all its 
personal and selfish aspects. I have tried 
not to think too much about them (indeed 
it is hard even to imagine them), for my 
wife and I have lived our life on the prin- 
ciple that if it is right to do something or 
go somewhere, then God always takes care 
of the personal side of it. It was in this 
confidence that we came here twelve 
years ago, and now begin the planning for 
a still more mysterious future. 


I only hope that, for a while at least, 
no one will speak of sorrowful partings, 
or gush over us. I do not think our self- 
control is firm enough yet to stand any- 
thing except the same kind of cold, ob- 
jective thinking that we have tried to 
bring to this whole matter... . 


I have made the choice which to me had 
to be made, and my wife whole-heartedly 
with me. Now we must plan for the 
months ahead until I am no longer what 
for so many years I have been so proud to 
be. Both the Presiding Bishop and our 
Standing Committee have agreed with me 
that the wisest course is for me to ask that 
a Bishop Coadjutor be elected, as soon as 
may be, in hope that he may be conse- 
crated by late August, and that we might 
have four months together before my 
resignation on December 31. Such a pro- 
cedure would be of the greatest help in 
preserving the remarkable momentum in 
our diocese and the necessary continuity 
of our life. Even as you hear this, letters 
are on their way to all our American bish- 
ops and standing committees, asking their 
consent to this. If that consent is given, 
then we shall proceed as quickly as pos- 
sible to the election of a Coadjutor—I 
hope by mid-June. 

Now I have shared this deep and trou- 
bling and yet glorious matter with you. 
There is only this to say, that it is prin- 
cipally something for your prayers. If this 
vision is to become a reality, it can only 
be because people such as yourselves hope 
and care and believe and pray strongly 
enough to make it so. I believe in God's 
sending of His Church—in Her World 
Mission—enough to stake my life and my

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Presiding Bishop Names William H. Turner, Jr. 
Began Duties June |! 


As Executive Assistant; 


The Presiding Bishop of the Episcopal 
Church, the Rt. Rev. Arthur Lichten- 
berger, has announced the appointment 
of Mr. Warren H. Turner, Jr., of Alex- 
andria, Va., as his chief executive assistant. 

A veteran of 17 years of U. S. Govern- 
ment service, Mr. Turner will begin his 
work for the administrative staff of the 
Episcopal Church on June 1. 

Mr. Turner, an Episcopal layman who 
is assistant director of research and de- 
velopment with the National Security 
Agency, Washington, D. C., was also 
elected a vice president of his Church’s 
National Council, its interim governing 
body, by the Council at its regular quar- 
terly meeting at Seabury House near 
Greenwich. 

Mr. Turner’s job as chief assistant to 
the Presiding Bishop was authorized by 
the Episcopal General Convention in 1958 
to lighten Bishop Lichtenberger’s admin- 
istrative load and allow him more time 
for pastoral work. 

As a vice president of the National 
Council, Mr. Turner will be the highest 
ranking layman in the Church’s national 
organization, and his post was character- 
ized by a Council officer as “one of the 
most responsible ever held by a layman 
in our Church's history.” The Rt. Rev. 
John B. Bentley, director of the overseas 
missionary work of the Episcopal Church, 
continues also as a vice president of the 
Council. 

Mr. Turner became assistant director of 
research and development for the National 
Security Agency in 1956. In 1958 he also 
took on the direction of its subordinate 
electronic computer laboratory. 

Mr. Turner was first employed by the 
Army as a specialist in 1942 and shortly 
became a research analyst. For his service
